Citrus Stock Sent by Mail to 
Many Constituents. | 


Fifty-five Packages Seized; 
Many More Reported. 


A violation of the California quar- 
jantine law, forbidding the shipment 
of citrus plants into the State and 
deciaring any person or persons so 
doing guilty of a misdemeanor, is 
laid to.Congressman Randall by an 
investigation made by County Horti- 
cultural Commissioner Ryan. 

“The shipment of these plants in- 
to California,” Supervisor Cogswell, 
himeelf a citrus fruit grower, said 
‘yestergay, “if undoing toa large 
measure the work that the quarantine 
idepartment of the State has been 
building up for years to prevent the 
introduction, of citrus canker and 
‘other diseases of trees from the East 
sinto California. 
“Kastern States have spent hun- 
tdreds of thousands of dollars trying 
to get rid of the citrus canker, but 
without avail. Our own quarantine 
service has rigidly attempted to pre- 
vent the introduction of any eastern 
citrus stock into California.”

NOSE SCENTS CLEW. 

The discovery that Congressman 
Randall's constituent® were -receiv- 
ing Citrus trifollata is due to the 
keen sense of smell possemed by a 
clerk in the Pasadena postdffice. He 
detected a plant odor and reported 
to his superior. Inspector McLean 
opened the package in question and 
found it contained the three-leaved 
hardy orange (Citrus trifoliata.) 

If the government does not ac- 
cept the responsibility for these 
shipments a full report of the mat- 
ter will be made to the State author- |‘ 
ities.
